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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Applications No. 09/854,932, 09/854,933, 09/854,931, 09/854,946, 09/854,939, 
09/854,938, 09/854,940, and 09/854,937, filed on May 15, 2001 . A reference to the 
prior application must be inserted as the first sentence of the specification of this 
application or in an application data sheet (37 CFR 1 .76), if applicant intends to rely on 
the filing date of the prior application under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e) or 120. See 37 CFR 
1 .78(a). For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, the reference must include the 
relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part ) of all nonprovisional 
applications.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, lines 13-14 recites "and said housing is wherein the coil winding, It 
is not clear whether there is a limitation intended to be added to the "housing". The 
claim begins to describe the "housing" as "said housing is", but no further description is 
provided. Therefore, claims 1-15 do not particularly point out nor distinctly claim the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. For purposes of this action, 
claim 1 has been interpreted as not having the limitation "said housing is" in line 13. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16-27 are allowed. 

Claims 1-15 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art's references of record do not disclose that the tension rod is 
separated by a vacuum region from the rotor core; and that the coil winding, at least one 
tension rod, and coil housing are thermally isolated from the rotor core. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-15 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
